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Council  cuts  Crisis  Line  contribution 


BYU’s  Ninth  Stake  MIA  will  conduct 
an  extensive  door-to-door  campaign 
tomorrow  to  solicit  funds  for  Utah 
County’s  “Crisis  Line”  but  the  ASBYU 
Executive  Council  voted  Friday  to 
whittle  an  original  proposed  $500 
contribution  to  $50. 

After  prolonged  debate  on  the  issue, 
ASBYU  President  Steve  Killpack  made  it 
clear  to  the  council  that  President  Dallin 
Oaks  was  opposed  to  supporting  the 
Crisis  Line,  but  further  advised  the 
Council  not  to  use  Pres.  Oaks  as  a 
“scapegoat”  because  “this  is  not 
President  Oaks’  decision.” 


Before  taking  a vote  of  the  Council, 
Killpack  expressed  in  a “tirade”  that  the 
funds  were  to  assist  summer  school 
students  and  since  only  600  of  the  4,000 
calls  received  by  the  line  were  from  BYU 
students,  he  felt  unjustified  in  giving 
them  the  money. 

His  second  concern  was  that  although 
the  Crisis  Line  did  much  good  because  of 
the  amount  of  professional  volunteer 
help,  he  felt  other  agencies  could  do  more 
good  professionally.  Killpack  named  the 
Office  of  the  Ombudsman,  who  also  has  a 
24-hour  line. 


According  to  Crisis  Line  Director  Don 
Hartman,  a senior  speech  major  from 
Long  Beach,  Calif.,  the  phone  line 
“employs  a majority  of  volunteers  from 
BYU,  including  three  professors.” 

Hartman  stressed  that  “Dean  Cameron 
and  Dean  Peterson  are  behind  Crisis  Line 
100  per  cent.”  In  addition,  he  said,  the 
line  receives  support  from  BYU’s 
Counseling  Center. 

Volunteers  with  the  line,  explained 
Hartman,  go  through  a five-week  training 
period  and  one  week  listening  experience 
before  they  are  mobilized  with  the  crew. 


He  added  that  volunteers  are  required  to 
uphold  BYU  standards  of  moral  conduct. 

Hartman  said  that  HELP,  an  agency  of 
the  United  Fund,  contributed  $800  last 
year  to  the  line— enough  to  pay  for  two 
telephones,  training,  and  an  answering 
service. 

However,  in  the  first  fiscal  year  of 
operation,  the  line  handled  almost  4,000 
calls— and  the  need  to  expand  inspired  a 
two-week  drive  for  funds  which  begins 
tomorrow— a day  that  has  been  officially 
named  “Crisis  Line  Day”  by  Provo  Mayor 
Verl  G.  Dixon. 


Curtain  rises 


Students  join 
in  pageantry

Hundreds  of  BYU  students  this 
summer  have  joined  the  ranks  of  more 
than  2,000  LDS  youth  priming  for  the 
curtain  raising  to  some  of  America’s 
most  spectacular  pageantry. 

A quarter  of  a million  people  are 
expected  to  converge  on  the  four 
panoramas— bannering  Mormonism, 
the  restoration,  pioneers  and  the  Book 
of  Mormon— being  staged  in  California, 
Utah  and  New  York. 

The  Hill  Cumorah  Pageant— the 
“grandfather”  that  has  given  rise  to 
pageants  in  Manti,  Salt  Lake  City  and 
Oakland—  will  celebrate  its  35th 
anniversary  this  summer  and  is 
expected  to  draw  100,000  spectators 
alone.

In  other  action  Friday,  the  Executive 
Council  wrestled  with  Dr.  Harold 
Goodman,  chairman  of  the  Music  Dept., 
for  $3,750  for  summer  lyceums  of  the 
$4,000  student  funds  allotted  for  music 
and  drama.  Goodman  reported  he 
received  the  same  amount  last  year. 
Killpack  challenged  the  sum  saying  it 
represented  “a  burden  on  the  summer 
council’s  budget.”  Dave  Fisher,  ASBYU 
financial  vice  president,  said  he  felt  a 
“historical  obligation”  because  Goodman 
depended  on  the  allotment  and  had 
budgeted  $7,000  for  lyceums. 

Lyle  Curtis,  assistant  dean  of  student 
life,  presented  two  options  for  student 
insurance  for  the  coming  year  for  the 
Council’s  feedback.  The  first  option 
would  see  students  paying  $19.50  per 
semester  for  “essentially  the  same 
coverage  as  last  year.”  The  second  option 
would  have  students  pay  $15.50  per 
semester  with  a $10  deductable  policy. 
The  majority  of  the  Council  supported 
the  $19.50  policy.

Fight  ensues  for  delegates 

Democratic  National  Convention  starts  today 


Miami  Beach,  Fla.  (UPI)  — George  S. 
McGovern  invaded  the  camps  of  his 
enemies  today,  seeking  a key  victory  at 
tonight’s  opening  session  of  the 
Democratic  National  Convention  which 
could  make  his  nomination  almost  certain 
and  almost  bloodless. 

His  rivals  still  lacked— and  still 
sought— the  cohesion  necessary  for  an 
effective  stop-McGovern  coalition  in 
Wednesday’s  presidential  balloting. 

They  also  lacked  a unity  candidate  all 
could  agree  upon,  and  no  new  name 
surfaced.  Edward  M.  Kennedy’s  wife 
Joan,  here  to  help  raise  money  for  the 
party,  said  Kennedy’s  decision  neither  to 
seek  nor  accept  the  nomination  was 
“final.”  From  Hay nnis  Port,  Mass.,  where 
he  went  yachting,  Kennedy  said  there  was 
“no  way”  he  could  be  convinced  to  take 
second  place  on  the  ticket. 

Maine’s  Edmund  S.  Muskie,  once  the 
front-runner,  took  on  kingmaker  powers 
at  this  least  orthodox  36th  quadrennial 
assembly  of  disarrayed  Democrats.  But 
Muskie  was  undecided  whether  to  use 
those  powers  to  coronate  McGovern  or  to 
keep  alive  his  own  hopes  of  becoming  a 
compromise  choice. 


Muskie,  once  almost  king,  could 
become  the  kingmaker  at  the  Democratic 
National  Convention. 

The  man  he  might  crown  is  George  S. 
McGovern. 

Sometime  today  Muskie  must  make  a 
decision.  It  could  be  the  turning  point  at 
the  convention. 

Muskie  has  promised  to  decide  before 
nightfall  whether  he  backs  McGovern’s 
claim  to  271  delegate  votes  from 
California,  or  whether  he  will  merge  into 
the  “stop  McGovern”  movement. 

Elder  Richards 

Elder  Franklin  D.  Richards,  an  assistant 
to  the  Council  of  the  Twelve,  will  address 
students  at  tomorrow’s  Devotional  at  10 
a.m.  in  the  HFAC  de  Jong  Concert  Rail. 

Born  in  Ogden,  Utah,  on  Nov.  17, 
1900,  Elder  Richards  was  graduated  from 
the  Weber  Academy  and  the  University  of 
Utah  where,  in  1923,  he  received  the 
LL.B.  degree. 

He  practiced  law  in  Utah  until  1934, 
when  he  was  named  the  first  Utah

all  in  one  direction  or  another,”  he 
added.  “I  speak  for  myself.” 

In  the  same  flat,  dry  prairie  voice  with 
which  he  announced  his  candidacy  18 
months  ago— when  he  was  unknown  to 
most  Americans— McGovern  expressed 
boundless  confidence  of  reaching  his  goal. 
He  reflected  none  of  the  tensions  swirling 
around  him  in  this  steamy  resort  strip, 
trapped  in  its  own  traffic. 

He  claimed  enough  support  in  tonight’s 
voting  to  reverse  the  Credentials 
Committee  vote  which  took  from  him 
151  of  the  271  delegates  won  June  6 in 
California’s  winner-take-all  primary. 

With  that  accomplished,  McGovern’s 
delegates  counters  said,  he  would  have 
1,541.5  votes  Wednesday  night  at  the 
nominating  session— 32.5  more  than 
necessary. 

A parliamentary  ruling  Sunday  from 
Lawrence  F.  O’Brien,  the  party  chairman 
strengthened  McGovern’s  hand.  O’Brien 
decreed  that  all  delegates  except  those 
whose  right  to  vote  is  under  challenge 
could  ballot  on  whether  to  seat  u 
challenged  delegation.

The  Oakland  Temple  pageant, 
now  in  its  eighth  year,  will  sport 
the  largest  cast -more  than  1,200 
youth. 

But  Salt  Lake  City’s  “Promised 
Valley,*’  going  indoors"  foV  the 
ifirst  time,  will  open  first  and  play 
longer  than  the  other  three  put 
(together.  It  opens  tomorrow  and 
kwill  play  twice  nightly,  except 
Sundays  and  Mondays,  through 
Sept.  2. 

“Promised  Valley”  will  no 
longer  be  staged  outdoors  where 
ithe  east  side  of  the  Salt  Lake 
Temple,  across  the  street,  formed 
a backdrop  and  dramatic  finale 
with  the  lighting  of  the  Temple. 

This  summer  the  show  goes  into 
a remodeled  downtown  theatre 
bannered  the  “Promised  Valley 
Playhouse,”  located  at  132  South 
State  in  Salt  Lake  City.  It  is  being 
refitted  with  an  “old-fashioned” 
facade. 

It  is  reported,  however,  that 
renovations  are  not  complete  and 
workmen  will  continue  through 
the  first  several  weeks  of  staging. 

But  the  show  will  go  on,  say 
directors. 

According  to  the  sponsoring 
MIA  General  Board,  “Promised 
Valley”  will  unfold  twice  nightly 
at  7:30  p.m.  and  9 p.m.,  July  11 
through  Sept.  2,  except  on 
Sundays  and  Mondays.

An  estimated  45,000  are 
expected  to  attend  during  the 
eight-week  run. 

Some  800  Salt  Lake  Valley 
students,  children,  and  parents 
auditioned  for  “Promised  Valley” 
before  the  130  cast  members  were 
selected.  Sixty-five  play  each 
night. 

The  music,  written  by  Hill 
Cumorah  Pageant  composer 
Crawford  Gates,  will  be  played  by 
members  of  the  Utah  Symphony 
Orchestra. 

Tickets  are  available  at  the 
Temple  Square  Visitor’s  Center  at 
no  cost. 

In  Palmyra,  New  York,  a cast  of 
56  5 will  enact  July  24-29  the 
Book  of  Mormon  story  on  the 
west  side  of  the  Hill  Cumorah 
where  the  gold  plates  were 
uncovered  by  Joseph  Smith. 

Some  240  girls  from  Western 


States  will  leave  this  week  in  a bus 
caravan  to  join  125  members  from 
the  East  and  200  full-time 
Cumorah  missionaries  to  prepare 
for  the  pageant. 

The  pageant,  “recognized  as 
America’s  most  colorful  and 
elaborate  religious  spectacle,” 
according  to  the  Buffalo 
Courier-Express— is  directed  by 
Dr.  Harold  I.  Hansen,  chairman  of 
the  American  Theater 
Association’s  Overseas  Touring 
Committee  and  former  BYU 
Drama  Dept,  chairman. 

He  has  directed  and  produced 
the  pageant  since  its  inception  in 
1937. 

Manti’s  “Mormon  Miracle”  will 
open  this  Friday  below  the 
| towering  Manti  Temple. 

Staging  will  be  held  at  9 p.m. 
July  14,  15,  and  17-22.  There  is 
no  admission. 

Some  300  cast  members,  most 
from  the  Manti  area,  will  present 
scenes,  from  the  Joseph  Smith 
story,  the  Book  of  Mormon  and 
the  western  trek  of  the  pioneers. 

The  pageant  was  first  presented 
in  1 967  before  an  estimated  2,000 
spectators.  Last  year  audiences 
swelled  to  nearly  80,000. 

This  year  new  staging  areas, 
improved  lighting,  more  expansive 
parking  facilities  and  better 
seating  accommodations-by 
leveling  several  Temple  hill 
trees  — have  been  instituted, 
according  to  R.  Clair  Anderson, 
the  pageant  general  manager.

‘ The  Selling  of  the  Pentagon 
will  be  presented  Tuesday 


Cease-fire  abandoned 


IRA  gunmen  return  to  attack 


“The  Selling  of  the  Pentagon”, 
the  TV  show  produced  by  CBS 
which  rocked  the  Pentagon  and 
was  nearly  taken  off  the  air  by  the 
U.S.  Government,  will  be  shown 
in  the  Varsity  Theater  Tuesday, 
July  1 1 at  noon. 

Presented  as  part  of  the 
Summer  Academic  film  series,  the 
two-hour  film  investigates  the 
public  relations  expenditures  of 
the  armed  forces.  The  color 
documentary  poses  the 


question:  Are  the  pentagon 
public  relations  activities  purely 
informational  or  are  they  trying 
to  shape  public  opinion? 

The  Academics  office  also 
presents  “A  Lover’s  Quarrel  with 
the  World”,  a film  on  the  life  of 
Robert  Frost  which  will  be  shown 
July  20.  Winner  of  the  Academy 
award  for  Best  Short 
Documentary,  this  film  shows 
Frost’s  life  through  his  writing, 
with  Frost  reading  some  of  his 
own  poetry  in  his  home. 


BELFAST  (UPI)  - Irish 
Republican  Army  (IRA)  gunmen 
returned  to  the  attack  today,  their 

13- day  cease-fire  abandoned. 
Gunbattles  spread  across  Belfast 
and  Londonderry  and  10  persons 
died  in  the  fighting  or  through 
“executions.” 

In  the  first  hours  after  the  IRA 
Provisional  wing  called  off  their 
truce  Sunday  night,  six  civilians 
died  in  Belfast,  including  a 

14- year-old  girl  and  a Roman 
Catholic  priest  shot  as  he 


Northern  Ireland’s  three  years  of 
bloodshed  to  416. 

“We  are  very  close  to  civil  war,” 
a spokesman  for  the  Protestant 
Vanguard  Movement  said. 

The  militant  Ulster  Defense 
Association  (UDA)  marshalled 
men  in  the  streets  of  Protestant 
neighborhoods.  “These  men  have 
been  called  up  for  emergency 
duty,”  a UDA  source  said.  “They 
are  awaiting  the  call  to  arms.” 

Sharp  gunbattles  raged  in 
several  parts  of  Belfast  until  the 


early  morning  hours.  Most  were 
between  troops  and  Catholic 
.nipers,  although  Protestant 
gunmen  were  drawn  into  the  gun 
duels  as  well.  r 

Some  of  the  bitterest  fighting 
raged  in  the  Catholic  Ballymurphy 
section.  An  army  observation  post 
in  a lumber  yard  was  heavily 
attacked,  and  it  was  near  there 
that  Father  Noel  Fitzpatrick  was 
shot  in  the  neck  as  he  knelt  over  a 
dying  man  to  administer  the  last 
rites.  '
